Under no 
circumstances should personal or 
local reasons be responsible for any 
leader compromising the vigor and 
brilliance of his efforts to get a 
county library established. The im- 
provement and extension of library 
service in Iowa is a mandatory obli- 
gation on the part of all citizens who 
are able and qualified to participate 
in the work. For librarians, it is a 
professional duty which cannot be 
conscientiously shirked. 

It is said cynically that it will be 99 
years before all 99 counties have li- 
braries. A more cheerful and posi- 
tive view is that if at least one county 
library in each of the nine districts 
is approved this year, the resulting 
impetus to the movement may set off 
a chain-reac-‘on that will blanket the 
state with county libraries in less 
than a decade. 

The big question of the moment is 
what county will be the first to es- 
tablish a county library. A 
challenging question is how many 
counties will approve county librar- 
ies at the general election in Novem- 
ber of this year.
